DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . The amendment after final of March 21 , 201 1 has been entered. 

2. Applicants' arguments have been fully considered and found to be persuasive to 
overcome the prior art rejection. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not teach or suggest a sizing composition, glass strand coated therewith 
or composite formed therefom wherein said sizing composition comprises the specific 
combination of 50 to 80% of the total solids of at least one polyester, 1 0 to 40% of the 
total solids of at least one polyvinyl acetate and 8 to 15% of the total solids of at least 
one polyurethane. Wong et al., 4,137,209 discloses a sizing composition comprising 
about 5 to about 20 wt% of a film forming polymer that can be selected from polymers 
including polyvinyl acetate and about 2 to about 15 wt% of a polyurethane, but provides 
no teaching, suggestion or clear motivation to include 50 to 80 wt% of polyester. Das 
4,477,496 discloses a sizing composition that appears to comprise up to 80 wt% of 
polyester and 30 wt% of polyvinyl acetate (note Illustrative Example), but does not 
provide a clear teaching, suggestion or motivation to include 8 to 15 wt% of 
polyurethane. While Das does teach that the interaction product includes an epoxidized 
thermoplastic copolymer that can contain mixed monomers, further teaching that it can 
be an epoxidized polyurethane copolymer, it is not clear what the specific end amounts 
would be nor is there a clear teaching or suggestion for the specific combination of

amounts as required by the present claims. Raghupathi et al., 6,139,958 discloses a 
sizing composition comprising a bisphenol A polyester film forming polymer and a 
polyvinyl acetate film forming agent that are the only two film forming polymers present 
in the composition and provides no clear teaching or suggestion for additional film 
forming materials, nor clear motivation to modify his composition and specific teachings 
of two film formers to include additional film forming materials.
